
THREE-DAY WORKSHOP TEACHES ESSENTIAL GRANT-WRITING SKILLS  
  

TUPELO – One of Mississippi’s most dynamic grant-writing trainers will lead a 

three-day course for nonprofit organizations, schools, churches and government agencies 

Nov. 18-20 in Tupelo. 

The course, “Grantwriting Made Easy: Financing Your Vision”, is sponsored by 

the Mississippi Center for Nonprofits and co-hosted by The Link Centre of Tupelo. Ann 

Haworth of the Haworth and Associates consulting firm will lead the course. Participants 

will receive step-by-step instruction in the intricacies of preparing grant proposals, 

including identifying your organization’s funding needs, locating funding sources and 

writing your proposal. Over the last decade, this course has helped hundreds of 

Mississippi nonprofits raise millions of dollars in grant monies. 

The course runs from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. the first day and from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. the 

second and third days (lunch on your own) and will be held at The Link Centre, 1800 W. 

Main St., Tupelo. The cost is $150 for members of the Mississippi Center for Nonprofits 

and $210 for others. The price includes instruction, workshop materials and refreshments. 
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
